The Black Panthers contend 
that 28 of their leaders have 
been slain in what they charge 
is a systematic series of raids 
on Panther headquarters in 
various cities staged by local 
police with help from federal 
jfficials. 

The Justice Department has 
denied any role in the shoot- 
outs and has initiated a pre- 
liminary investigation under 
its Civil Rights Division. The 
local police departments in- 
volved have all contended that 
the Black Panthers started the 


shooting during legal searches 
of the Panther quarters. 

As a citizens’ group, the 
“commission of inquiry” will 
have no legal standing and no 
power of subpoena to gather 
evidence on the cases, but it 
will be supported by funds 
from civil rights organizations 
and the services of some 
prominent lawyers. 

Jack Greenberg, director- 
counsel of the NAACP Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
said the group will meet Sat- 
urday to decide on its proce- 
dures.

Chicago Blacks Order 
Night Curfew for Whites

The United Front said it 
was speaking for about 100 
groups that had been meeting 
since Friday. Spokesmen de- 
clined to answer questions 
about how the curfew would 
be enforced or what boun- 
daries were included. 

The Rev. C. T. Vivian, a 
leader of the Coalition for 
United Community action, 
said the death of Black Pan- 
ther leaders Fred Hampton 
and Mark Clark in a Dec. 4 
police raid had united the 
city’s black community against 
what he called “a campaign to 
oppress, suppress an| ^jpress 
tilack pepple,^. « «*%-.

Vivian labeled the “curfew” 
a “black curtain.”

He re- 
peatedly refused to answer 
questions about the “curfew.” 

The statement also said a 
black tribunal will be “con- 
vened to try Negro judges, po- 
licemen, politicians and any 
other individuals who have 
been and who are presently 
cooperating with the forces of 
power in this city .to- the detri- 
ment of blaek people.” He' re-

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Vivian also anndunafed there 
would be a black investigation 
of the “murders” of Hampton 
and Clark and that policemen 
operating . in iblack -neighbor- 
hoods will be watched by coim- 
mtmity wwidents.

“There is room for a citi- 
zens’ inquiry to satisfy every- 
body that there isn’t any ques- 
tion that the rules of law are 
being observed,” Goldberg 
said in a telephone interview. 
“This would be a reassurance 
to people on all sides.” 
Alexander, now an attorney 
in Washington, said the Jus- 
tice Department has had the 
Black Panther organization 
under surveillance and 
“they’re looking at it from a 
different viewpoint obviously 
than this group might.”
